Report from Port of Spain, Trinidad — Yellow-fever case. 

Consul Handley reports, February 6, as follows: 

One case of yellow fever appeared in this town on the 4th instant, 
and the patient died the following morning-. He arrived here a 
month ago. He was taken ill 5 days before his death. The origin 
of the infection has not been determined. All sanitary precautions 
have been taken by the authorities, and the contacts have been segre- 
gated and are under medical observation.

Estimated 
population, 1,500. No deaths reported.
